And these things are all usable in* war and capable 
of making war, whether a single batlle ship or a 
drilled man or a cannon exists. 


One of America's most notable pacifists, William 


Jennings Bryan, has declared frequently enough, to 
meet the argument for the need of military defense, 
that a million men could spring .to arms in a day 
to defend, and defend effectively, the United States 
against any foe. This is bombastic and impractical 
language, and yet it has this kernel of truth. Every 
art of peace in time of war can be and 
will be 


diverted to war. And if the United Slates or any 
other nation or every other nation were entirely dis- 
armed, but were left with the implements of peace, 
it could and would fight, "were there the occasion." 


This is the question. "Is tlfcre to be occasion 


for war ?"

venge!". If Japan is to seek greater 
territory or 


greater industrial and political advantage. If Great 
Britain is to continue to serve as the cement bind- 
ing together such ^diverse ~elehiehts" as" the" British 
Isles, the territory of India and South Africa and 
Australia and Canada.

demand the "open door" in China. If these and a 
liundrcd other offensive and defensive demands of 
the great powers are to continue, then there will 
continue the danger of war.

delay the declaration of war. But that delay will, 
as an advantage, just about offset the disadvantage 
of having no armaments for the useful, work of the 
world.
